George K. Smith, secretary of the Yel- 


luw Pine Manufacturers’ Association, 
continued his testimony Tuesday morn- 
ing. The,ouster proceeding was brought 
by Attorley-General Hadley in 1908, and 
cnarges a large number of lumber firms 
doing business in Missouri with forming 
a trust in restraint of trade. 
Sent Out by Association. 

Most of: Tuesday morning’s session 
was spent In the reading of the circular, 
and in questioning Smith about its of- 
ficial character. He said it was written 
by W. G. Hollis, se@retary of the North- 
western Lumbermen’s Association, and 
Was sent out by Hollis to wholesale and 
retail lumber firms. His replies were 
indefinite. when he was asked as to Hol- 
lis’ authority for the circular. 

Pog circular, he said, embodied. Hol- 
neesd nding of an agreement 
. ee ‘Ago “In 1903 between three 
representatives of wholesale lumber or- 

nizations and three representatives of 
‘ réiail bodies. Because of Hollis’ official 
«position,: he admitted,’ it was taken as 


. an .official interpretation of the meree: 


ment. 

The explanatory circular was neces- 
sary, he said, because the agreement it- 
self was somewhat abstruse in its terms. 


. Ctreular Is Bold. 

Some amusement was created among 
tie hearers in the Seuthern Hotel par-. 
hs by the plain phrases used in the 
circular. There were smiles at Hollis’ 
&reve statement that ‘‘offending’’ lum- 
- bermen would have their “shortcomings” 
reperted to the organization. 

The picture of a mourner’s bench, 
meade of rough lumber, presented itself 
as he went on to tell how first offend- 
ers would be given a chance to “reform 
their ways.” Failing to do so, he said, 
. the territory in which they dealt wou'd

Saw Mag He Hit With Rock 
Collapse. 





FEARED THE DISGRACE 





Wished to Save Mother Pain— 
Returns ‘Without Seeking to 
Evade, Requisition. 


¥Yred Judd, whe almost 12 years ago 
threw a stone which killed William 
Kraft,.and who was a fugitive until his 
arrest in Salt Lake City a few days ago, 
was arraigned before Judge Falken- 
hainer Tuesday on a charge of murder 
in the first degree. 


Judd, now a bronzed man of 32 years, 
>was a slender youth of 20 when he and 
Kraft, four years older than he, quar- 
»reled at a dance the night of June ll, 
1899. .Judd’s chin still bears a scar, the 
mark of a wound which hé says Kraft 
inflicte@ when they fought after the 
dance, at Rinkel’s Grove. 

They met the next day at Easton and 
Goodfellow avenues, and the fight was 
renewed. Judd, physically no match for 
his older and bigger antagonist, picked 
up a stone and: hurled it at him. 

The stone struck Kraft in the fore- 
head with almost the force of a bullet, 
and he fell unconscious. Judd ran away, 
not ‘staying to learn that Kraft’s skull 
had peen fractured, or that, less than 
24 hours afterward, he died. 

Didnt’ ‘Know He Died. 

“T never knew he died,” Judd declared 
Tuesday. “I knew I had hurt him 
badly, and that there would be trouble 
with his friends, and perhaps with the 
law. 

‘‘His friends helped him beat m@ the 
night before, because he was jealous of 
a girl he had taken to the dance, and 
who danced with me. They gave me a 
bad beating, and I went up to him the 
next day, with my chin ail swollen from 
the cut he gave me, and asked him 
what he meant by it. 

“He started to hit me again‘and I 
threw the stone. 

“‘My mother once told me that if I 
had any trouble that disgraced our fam- 
ily it would kill her. I remembered that 
when I saw that T had hurt Kraft, and 
that was why I ran away and stayed 
away. 

“IT knew I had disgraced her, and | 
was unwilling to face her. I had enough 
money to take.me to the Pacific Coast, 
and I went to San Francisco, using the 
name of F. L. Jones. I worked three 
years for the Southern Pacific .as a 
car inspector.”’ 


Wrote to Sister and Got Reply. 

Judd said he wrote to a sister in St. 
Louis, but that she did not mentidn 
Kraft’s death, perhaps becatise he had 
not mentioned the matter in his letters. 

When he began to plan a return, he 
worked his way to Los Angeles, he says, 
remained there a while, and spent sev- 
eral years in Tucson, El Paso and 
Bakersfield, Cal. Then he went to Sait 
Lake City, and heard of his mother's 
death while there, so decided he need 
not hurry home. 

“One day I met a man I had known 
in St. Loufs,”’ he continued, “and he 
started to talk about the charge against 
me. I.told him I @idn’t know of any 
charge andAre’said nothing more. The 
officers came after me the next day. 
I waived requisition because I wanted 
to get back here and have it over 
with.” 

Judd said a married sister here was 
helping him, but he would not reveal Ler 
name. Charles P. Johnson is his law- 
yer.

Grandparents, Sued for Posses- 
sion of Girl, Cite Promise to 
Dying Wife. 


A husband's promise, made at a wife's 
deathbed, will be cited in court in the 
struggle for the custody of Jessalee 
Malialieu, aged 2 years and 9 months, 


Her father, Lee H. Mallalieu, has filed 
a habeas. corpus suit, demanding posses- 
sion of his daughter from her grand- 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Henry Ahrens, 
of 4505 Natural Bridge road. 

Jessalee, whose first name was com- 
pounded from those of her parents, has 
lived at the home of her grandparents 
since her mother, Mrs. Jessie Mallalieu, 
died there, March 2, 1909. She calls 
her gtandfather and grandmother 
“papa’’ and “mamma.”’ 

Her presence in their home has been” 
the result of a written agreement, by 
which they have assumcd the care and 
rearing of the child, they promising to 
permit Mallalieu to see her whenever he 
desires. 

Father's Demand Refused, 

Mallallieu, in his habeas corpus suit, 
says he has not seen the child since 
February. The grandparents admit this, 
but say his visits to the house ceased 
because they refused his demand for 
permission to take her away. 

Ahrens and his wife are considered 
wealthy. Mrs. Ahrens, when seen by a 
‘Post-Dispatch reporter Monday after- 
noon, after the filing of her former son- 
in-law’s suit, said: 

“At my daughter’s deathbed, and in 
the presence of the doctor and the nurse 
who had attended her, Mr. Mallialieu 
promised her that he would let Jessalee 
be brought up by her grandparents, We 
have devoted ourselves to the child, for 
since our daughter's death she is all we 
have in the world. 

“One month later he signed the agree- 
ment by which we assumed the care of 
the child and promised that he might 
see her. We have never denied him ac- 
cess to her. He has stopped coming 
here since disagreements of a financial 
nature which we'have had, and since 
we refused to let him take the child 
away. 

Tempted to Give Up Chita. 
“Ee is proprietor of the Lee Hotel at 
410 Market street, a men’s lodging house. 
He talked last winter of taking Jessaleé 
away, and for the sake of peace I was 
almost ready to let him do so. I asked 
him who would care for the child, and 
he said his partner's wife would. I 
looked up the woman he named and 
found that she was ill, had two chil- 
dren of her own to care for, and had 
no idea of taking any additional bur- 
den. So I determined not to let him 
have the girl. Had it been a boy I 
might have felt differently.

wafers,’’ he.said, “but think they are 
the preparation of a New York beauty 
specialist. The cover of the box stat- 
ed that they contained arsenic, but not 
how much. I did not learn how many 
of the wafers Miss Walton took daily, 
but was toid she had used several boxes 
glready. I threw away two boxes, one 
nearly full. Each box contained origi- 
rally 100 wafers. 

“T will not say the wafers killed Miss 
Walton, but undoubtedly they hastenad 
her death. She was not strong, and 
could not resist the action of the poison, 
which is cumulative. It set up an in- 
flammation of her kidneys. She died of 
Bright’s disease.’’ 

Fathe- Patrick’s Friend. 

John T. Milliken, Miss Walton’s step- 
father, is the millionaire president of a 
chemical company bearing his name. He 
spent much money for the defense of 
his brother-in-law, Albert T. Patrick, 
who was convicted in New York of the 
murder of William Marsh Rice, a Texas 
millionaire, and is serving a life sen- 
tence in Sing Sing. 

Miss Walton was 18 years old, and 
was to make her debut next year. She 
had just completed a course at Ogontz 
School, near Philadelpiita, after which 
she visited in Denver. She returned to 
St. Louis two weeks ago, and was in 
apparent good health until Sunday, 
when she was suddenly seized with 
Bright’s disease in an acute form.

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STREET VACATION 


FOR BRIDGE ASKED 
IN CAST ST. LOUIS 


Mayor and City Counselor Take 
Formal Petition to the 
Councilmen. 


Mayor Kreismann and City Counselor 
Walther went to East St. Louis Tues- 
day to present to Mayor Lambert and 
the City Council a petition for the vaca- 
tion of certain streets and alleys that 


will be crossed by’ the wagon and rail- 
reaa approaches of the free bridge. 

The city expects to acquire these rights 
by ordinance rather than by condemna- 
ticn. Maurice V. Joyce, special counsel 
fer the Free Bridge, has given assur- 
Mayor Kreismann and City 
Counselor Walther that the East St. 
[Louis City Council and Mayor Lambert 
wculd make the necessary grants. 

The city asks for an overhead e&se- 
rant across Mississippi avenue and Fall- 
ing Springs road for the wagon ap- 
proach, and for the right fo cross Colas 
Central place, Baker street and an al- 
ley, and for the vacation of 51 feet of 
Tudor avenue. The city offers to re- 
imburse East St. Louis for the vaca- 
tion of Tudor avenue by giving it a 
strip of land 51 feet long and 40 feet 
wide to be used for a street. 

Plans for Railroad Approach, 

For the railroad approach the city 
asks for an overhead easement over 
Mississippi avenue and the vacation of 
500 feet of Hickory street, southeast 
from Mississippi avenue, in return for 
which the city will give a strip of 
ground 40 feet wide and 550 feet long. 

The city also asks for an overhead 
easement across Falling Springs road, a 
crossing ‘over a nearby alley, an over- 
head easement across Russell avenue, 
between - Thirteetith and Fourteenth 
streets, the right to cross an alley be- 
tween Russell avenue and Colas street 
and the right to cross Fourteenth street, 
Colas and Boismenue avenues and sev- 
eral other streets and alleys in the same 
neighborhood. 

A jury in the Federal Court in East 
St. Louis awarded to Eugene Latinette 
$2300 for his lots at Fourteenth and 
Collag streets, required by the city for 
the east side approach. Latinette had 
teen asking $3500. 

The condemnation suit was tried Mon- 
day before Judge Francis M. Wright. 
Maurice V. Joyce and City Counselor 
Walther represented the city and P. W. 
Haberman represented Latinette. Ha- 
barman filed motions for a new trial and 
arrest of judgment. The jury was out 
only 30 minutes, 

Other Award Attacked, 

Attorney Haberman also asked the 
court to set¢aside the award of the 
board of arbitration on the Southern 
Railway property, required by the city 
for the main east side approach. 
The board awarded the land to 
the city for $18,000, but ~ the 
Alton & Mississippi River Belt 
Railway & Transportation Co. had filed 
a condemnation suit to acquire this 
strip for its own use. Attorney Haber- 
man represented both the Alton & Mis- 
sissippi and Latinette.

MINISTER CANT 
SEE A MIRACLE I 
RED SEA PASSAGE 


Presbyterian on Trial for Heresy 
Credits the Change of the 
Seasons. 








By Associated Press. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. 
The Rev. William D. Grant of North- 
umberland, Pa., who is accused of her- 
esy, today appeared before the judicial 
commission of the Presbyterian General 
Assembly and had a chance to speak. 

He denied that he is unorthodox in 
his views and attempted to justify his 
broad conception of God, Christ and the 
miracles by quoting from sermons 
preached by the Rev. Charles Little of 
Wabash, Ind., moderator of last year’s 
Assembly, and from sermons of the 
Rev. Dr. Jowett, the minister who was 
brought from England to fill the pul- 
pit of the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, New York. 

Both Refer to Bronder Concept. 

According to Dr. Grant, both these 
clergymen in sermons during the pres- 
ent session of the Assembly referred 
to the broader concept of theology that 
was prevalent nowadays, which was 
giving the people a better and clearer 
understanding of the Deity. 

Dr. Grant said, in part: 

“The appellee would state without any 
reservation that his purpose and method 
has ever been, as it is now, to confirm 
men in the truth as it is in Jesus, and 
as. presented in the doctrinal standards 
of the Presbyterian church. All his life 
he has been a Presbyterian and his an- 
cestors for generations back in Scotland 
have also held to this faith. 

“It would be a great grief, therefore, 
to him, if through any miscarriage of 
justice he should be debarred from con- 
tinuing in a ministry that has the great- 
est joy to him and which, to more than 
anything else, he owes: his mental’ and 
spiritual development. ; 

Never Violated Vows. 

“So far as he is awaré, the appeilee 
has never knowingly violated his or- 
dination vows or departed from Holy 
Scripture as the infallible rule for faith 
and life. 

“If the appellee knows or if he can 
judge of his own ministry, the appellee 
believes that his ministry has been con- 
structive rather than destructive, This 
weuld certainly appear to you to be 
true if the appellee could ‘present before 
you the points of his preaching of the 
last 25 years. 

“No one could feel 
gretful than the appellee if anything 
said or written could give offense, 
either to his fellow ministers of the 
church or to members of his congrega- 
tion. The church is certainly broad 
enough to permit diversity of opinion 
on matters not essential to salvation. 
The Rev. Dr. Little himself said gas 
much as this.”’ 

Startling utterances 
are attributed to Dr. 
testimony of members 
gation. : 

While ‘the judicial commission was 
heering the 400-pages of evidence, the 
cases of Dr. Francis Brown, president 
of Union “Seminary, and Dr. William 
A. Brown, professor of the Systematic 
Theology in the same institution, were 
unexpectedly put before’ the assembly 
by the Committee on Bills and Over- 
tures, which was instructed to- investi- 
gate the overtures and report back to 
the convention. 

Aequitted by Presbytery. 

Dr. Grant, who was acquitted by the 
Northumberland Presbytery when it 
was found that many of the counts 
were said to garble reports of actions 
in his church, sat in the meeting room 
and seemed confident of being yindi- 
cated. 

A Biblical poem attributed to Moses 
which Dr. Grant is charged with having 
written after suggesting ‘“‘We end our 
years in a sigh’’ and which led him to 
append, 
to be the utterances of a much disap- 
painted man who was suffering from a 
severe attack of the blues,” was the 
first sensation that developed from the 
reading of the testimony. 

The next was the allegation of another 
member of his church that the clergy- 
man had said, “Mary, Martha, Christ 
and Lazarus attended a party where 
they played games and danced a little,”’ 
according to ev idence read from the rec- 
ords. :

Clyde Gow, who was convicted in the 
Circuit Court of Audrain County of 
manslaughter, the charge growing out 
of the death of a young woman, must 
serve four years in the penitentiary.

‘Miss Gleason died in ‘iranie 1908, 
at her mother’s home in Elisberry. Gow 
was at that time pastor of the church 
which she attended, and had bveti very 
ettentive to the girl. 

At his trial Mrs. Gleason, th2 girl's 
mother, said her daughter had been ill 
for séveral days and that she did rot 
know exactly what was the matter with 
her until a few hours bafore death, 
when the young woman calied her to 
her bedside. 

She said her daughter admitted wrong- 
doing and named Clyde ‘Gow as her be- 
‘trayer. She had been taken to Dr. 
Hemphill for treatment, she said, and 
as a result of an operation she did not 
expect to live.

A000 CHECKS A 
DAY SIGNED AS 
REBATE ON GAS 


Amounts to 75,o00 Consumers 
Range From One Cent to 
$1, Few Being Higher. 








Seventy-five thousand consumers of 
llluminating gas in St. Louis will re- 
ceive, within a few days, rebate checks 
from the Laclede Gas Light Co. The re- 


bates are given on account of the reduc- 
tion in the price of flluminafing gas to 
8) cents, and represent the amount of 
overcharge to each consumer on his 
April bill. 

The checks vary in amounts from 1 
cent to $1, a few being higher. The 
average amount is 25 cents. The com- 
pany will refund between $20,000 and 
$25,000 to consumers. 

The 8-cent gas rate went into pte 
April 1. Meters were read as usual in 
the different districts, and bills were 
sent out at the old rate, as the account- 
ing department did not have time to de- 
termine the amount of reduction on 
each individual bill. 

Big Job for Bookkeepers, 

But after the bills were paid, the ac- 
counting department took the account 
cf each consumer and determined the 
emount that should be refunded to him 
on account of the €irminating gas he 
used in Apps} and paid for at the old 
rate. The bookkeeping department 
Was overwhelmed with work for weeks.

“When the Guggenhéims prepared to 
get all the money in sight in Alaska, 
they first decided to. build a terminus 
at Valdez, one of the finest harbors in 
the world. They discovered that Valdez 
was too far from the great coal and 
copper deposits, so they got control of 
Katalla Bay. 

Competition Useless. 

“A group of local men formed the 
Home Construction Co. and decided to 
build a railroad. After the agents of 
the Guggenheim-Morgan syndicate had 
killed one of their laborers and severe- 
ly ‘injured another, the backers of the 
Home company, of whom Gov. Brady 
was the leader, decided it was useless 
to attempt to compete with the syndi- 
cate, which owned every transportation 
facility in the Territory and controlled 
most everything in sight, including the 
courts, the Land Office and the Gov- 
ernment officers.”’ 

Delegate Wickersham told how the 
syndi¢ate sunk a million dollars in an 
attempt to build a railroad terminus 
at Katalla Bay, and how, after they 
had failed, they bought out a line be- 
ing built by ‘‘Mike’’ Heany from Cor- 
dova to Fairbanks. This is the pres- 
ent Copper River Railway. 

‘‘Heany probably r@alized that he had 
to sell or get out,” i said. 

Guggenheim : Assists. 

“All was going smoothly until anoth- 
er concern attempted to get an outlet 
for a line at Kanak Island. Senator 
Simon Guggenheim of Colorado came to 
the assistance of his associates. A bill 
was introduced in the United States 
Senate asking that the Government sell 
to a corporation a terminal location and 
right-of-way leading up to Kanak Is- 
jand. The company proposed to build a 
line to Fairbanks. 

“On May 15, 1908, Senator Guggenheim 
objected to a consideration of this Dill. 
It was pigeonholed and it has never 
been heard from, except once, when it 
got on the floor and Senator Kean of 
New Jersey put it to sleep forever. 

“About the time this bill was killed in 
the Senate, the Guggenheim-Morgan 
syndicate got control, through Congress, 
of 2500 acres more at Nelson, just above 
their terminal at Cordova. 

“Thus the syndicate has a complete 
control of every transportation facility 
in the territory and owns: or controls 
every boat that touches at the coast. 


tion of the syndicate’s locations, have 
been given a decided quietus. 

“Now comes on the scene R. J. Ryan, 
who, through friends, attempted to pat- 
ent four strips of land in the Chugach 
national forest, which fronts on Con- 
troller Bay. It is the opinion of all con- 
versant with the situation that Ryan is 
nothing but a tooi for the Guggenheim- 
Morgan syndicate. They control every- 
thing that'is worth while in Alaska and 
they will soon control every means of 
getting in and out of the country.” 


Inveastigntion Favored, 
Chairman H. D. Flood of the House 


Committee on Territories said to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent today: 

“If the World's exposure of Alaskan 
conditions is true, and I have no reason 
to doubt it, the House should authorize 
an immediate investigation. If, upon 
immediate investigation, I find that such 
a state of affairs as is depicted in the 
Wofld exists, I will Introduce a resolu- 
tion to Investigate the situation in Alas- 
ka. It looks to me as if it is up to Con- 
gress.”’ 

Sehator Stone of Missouri is out- 
spoken for a congressional investiga- 
tion of the Guggenheim activities in 
Alaska. In his opinion, a committee 
soon will be sent to Alaska by the 
House for this purpose. He declared 
himself also in favor of the enactment 
now of such legisiation as would bring 
an end to Guggenhelmism in Alaska. 
Senator Borah of Idaho, Senator Owen 
of Oklahoma, Serator La Follette of 
Wisconsin, Senator Poindexter of Wash- 
ington and Senator Cummins of Iowa 
also expressed themselves in favor of 
investigation or legislation to free Alas- 
ka from the conditions alleged.

THE IVES MEMORIAL. 

The adoption of the Francis resolution pro- 
viding for a memorial to’ the late Halsey C. Ives 
suggests an interesting question eoncerning the 
character of the memorial. There should be, of 
course, a painting or a bust of Dr. Ives in the 
Art Museum, to the érecting and perfecting of 
which he gave his thought and energy. But be- 
yond this there should be a greater memorial 
which will embody in lasting and impressive 
form the city’s remembrance of and gratitude for 
his public service in the promotion of art edu- 
cation and art interests, 

The present art museum, excellent as it is, 
falls far short of the completeness which Dr. 
Ives planned for it. He had a vision of a greater 
museum which would illustrate the historical de- 
velopment of the arts of all the peoples. He de- 
signed a magnificent Hall of Architecture to be 
added to the Museum Building and to contain 
models of the various types of architecture and 
the kindred contributory arts.’ The sections are 
designed to illustrate completely the growth of 
the arts of the civilized world. In each section 
there would be models of the type of architecture, 
painting and sculpture, pottery and craftswork 
which it was intended to illustrate. Then the 
entire hall would embrace a complete story of 
art development from the beginning. 

The Hall of: Architecture was the dream of 
Dr. Ives’ mature years. He worked out com- 
plete plans for it in detail. He gathered some of 
the material he desired. He was ever alert to 
find th objects he ‘thought the hall would need 
and when he could not buy he “located” them 
for future purchase. He hoped and labored to re- 
alize his plans during his life time, but was un- 
able to accomplish his object. The cost is esti- 
mated at about $1,000,000. 

The addition of the Hall of Architecture as 
designed hy Dr. Ives would make our Museum 
unique among the museums of the world. There 
is nothing like it in existence. It would be a cen- 
ter of interest and study for artists everywhere. 
Not only would it be a great acquisition to the 
educational resources of St. Louis, but it would 
draw here many students and lovers of art. We 
should not overlook the commercial advantage 
of an institution of this kind. Attractive’ art 
museums pay. The museums of Europe stored 
with the rich treasures of the masters. are ex- 
ceedingly profitable.. They bring thousands of 
students and travelers and vast sums of money 
to the cities in which they are located. 

The carrying out of the plans of Dr. Ives for 
the Hall of Architecture would be a superb me- 
morial of his public service. It would be a 
useful memorial. It would crown his services 
with a completed art institution. It wonld.pre- 
serve the fruits of Dr. Ives’ best thought and 
expemence for the benefit of the public. There

The passage by the Prussian Diet of a 
greater Berlin bill will lift the capital 
of Prussia and the German Empire to 
the third rank among the cities of the 
World. Béfore consolidation with its 
London and 
New York are still. far ahead of it, but 
it has passed Paris. Tokio and Chicago. 
The newer Berlin will have a population 
of about 3,500,000—an increase of nearly 
50 per eaht ovér the population of the 
older city. Paris has now about 3,000,- 
000 inhabitants, while Tokio, Chicago 
and Vienna are a little way over the 
2,000,000 mark. The figures of the Lon- 
don census of 1911 are not yet: out, but 
trustworthy estimates indicate that the 
total for the British capital is now over 
7,500,000. There are several Londons, 
with varying boundaries, but the popu- 
lation usually credited to the world’s 
greatest city is that of the territory 
covered by its metropolitan and city 
police districts, which extend 15 miles in 
every direction from a center at Char- 
ing Cross. 

There are now only 10 cities in the 
world with populations greater than 
1,000,000. Three of them areyin the 
United States, two are in Russia, and 
there is one each in England, France. 
Germany, Austria and Japan. Were

Contrary tosthe general impression, 


the Solicitor-General: said that “reason- 
able and unreasonable restraint of 
trade” did net appear in the decision. 
The Solicitor-General was unable to ac- 
cout, for the widespread misinterpreta- 
tion of the decision. In a dictated in- 
terview he said: 

“Chief Justice White, in his jodidions: 
does not say that there may be reason- 
able restraint of trade. , 

“What he does gay is that in deter- 
mining what is meant by contracts and 
combinations in restraint of trade we 
}musf€ have regard to the ¢emmon law 
and the common usages, of the time 
when the Sherman act was passed.. 

Not All Combinations legal. 

“T would give 4s an example, the ease 
of two men go into partnership fer 
the conduct of a business. This, of 
course, would be a combination of their 
resources’ and’ other energies,- but it 
‘would: not bé a combination in restraint 
of trade because the. common law of 
every state recognizes partnerships ag

“SO ten or more men might join to- 
gether and form a corporation for the 
conduct of a business and this would’

Lehmann Is Prosecutor, 

The Solicitor-General’s view of the

eral he is charged with the duty of 
prosecuting many of the anti-trust
